| NEW YORK, Dec. 2. UP) _Dr 

James H. Breasted. 70, noted 
archaeologist and head of the Ori- 
! ental Institute of the University of 
Chicago, died early today at the 
i Presbyterian medical center 
Hospital authorities, in an¬ 
nouncing the scientist’s death, 
maintained the same secrecy as to 
the cause as they had concerning 
his strange illness. 

Stricken on Ship 
Dr. Breasted was stricken last 
week aboard the liner Conte di 
Savoia en route to the United 
States. His illness was first diag¬ 
nosed as tropical malaria, but 
later it was said he was suffering 
from an undetermined malady. 

The archaeologist was one of 
the discoverers of the tomb of 
King Tutankhamen, on whose 
walls were engraved the words: 
“Death shall come on swift 
wings to him that toucheth the 
tomb of Pharaoh." 

Ridiculed Curse 

Dr. Breasted, however, had fre¬ 
quently ridiculed this curse. It 
was said the family of the scientist 
would later issue a complete bulle¬ 
tin of the illness and death.

I BERKELEY, Dec. 2. UP) — The 
I set-up for man's first experiments 
| with a ray 14 times more lethal 
than X-rays, so powerful that ap¬ 
proach is unsafe in any direction 
at less than 50 feet, is ready for 
work at the University of 'Cali¬ 
fornia. 

The ray is a powerful beam of 
neutrons, the ultimate particles of 
atoms discovered four years ago 
by English scientists. 

The first sizable beam of these 
neutrons is produced here in the 
heart of a magnetic field of an 
80-ton magnet by a method dis- 


To experiment in safety the 
California physicists have set up 
a remote control panel 50 feet dis¬ 
tant from the magnet. A micro¬ 
phone broadcasts instructions 
from the panel. 

Ray Pilot At Switch 
The ray pilot sits there, at his 
hand a switch controlling a 12,000- 
volt electrical current, which pro¬ 
duces, in a pill box metal "tube” 
set between the great magnet 
Poles, a 4,500,000-volt beam of 
neutrons. In this transformation 
an energy of 12,000 volts is

That's why England is making a 
drive to secure American direc¬ 
tors and actors. American movie 
folks have the technique, the 
punch, the slant to put English 
films across. And it looks like 
they've got to be put across if 
England is to maintain its film 
business, its foreign trade, and 
even its culture. 

American producers, too, have 
their eyes on the 65 per cent of the 
world's theaters, which lie in the 
British Empire. 

“That's why we're getting pic¬ 
tures like David Copperfield," ex¬ 
plained "Chuck" as he loafed on a 
studio couch. Mrs. Reisner, busy 
packing, called to him from an¬ 
other room and wanted to know 
what he was doing. "Talking," he 
called back and went on explain¬ 
ing, for lie was "wound up" now. 

"We're going to have more 
American-made pictures like that, 
based on English stories.

Death To Rodents 

Two hours of similar exposure 
always killed the rat within 48 
hours. 

This destruction of white cells 
is 14 times faster than that caused 
by X-rays from a 900.000-volt 
tube. Seven units of neutrons did 
the destructive work of 100 units 
of X-rays. 

But the neutrons are not merely 
more powerful destroyers than 
X-rays. Their effects are differ¬ 
ent. Rats, for example, dying of 
X-rays, were unmarked Those 
killed by neutrons developed 
ulcers. 

The California neutrons and X- 
rays both inhibit growth of wheat 
seedlings. But the neutrons are 
twenty times the more effective. 

Place a silver dollar 12 feet 
from the beam's pill-box and in 
two minutes the coin is radio¬ 
active. It is like a piece of radi -1 
um, except that its rays are ex- j 
tremely weak. The neutrons 
transform a little of the silver in¬ 
to a different kind of chemical J 
element,

Britain Studies Plan 
for Oil Embargo as 
Peace Talk Fades 


Petitions seeking the recall of 
Justice of the Peace Charles 
Kuchel, Anaheim township, on the 
grounds of incompetency, were 
filed today with County Clerk J. 
M. Backs. 

The petitions were filed by Alva 
E. Hargrove and L. J. Heffner, 
both of Anaheim, and are said to 
contain 1304 signatures or 20 per 
cent of the total township vote 
cast at the last general election. 

Notified that the petitions had 
been filed. Justice Kuchel today 
declined to comment on the action 
other than to say “I had heard 
that signatures were being sought 
for such a petition.” 

Mr. Hargrove, one of the circu¬ 
lators of the petition, was a can¬ 
didate for the office held by Jus¬ 
tice Kuchel at the last election 
and was defeated by an approxi¬ 
mate majority of 250 votes. 

Mr. Heffner was at one time a 
deputy sheriff under Sheriff Sam 
Jemigan and was assigned to the 
motorcycle squad before the state 
took over traffic law enforcement 
on state and county highways. 

Justice Kuchel has served in 
that office for the past 11 years 
and has three years remaining of 
his present term, having been re¬ 
elected last year. 

County Clerk Backs has 10 days 
in which to check all signatures 
on the petition and certify as to 
its sufficiency or insufficiency. 
Should he find that there are not 
enough valid signatures, this fact 
would be certified to and the peti¬ 
tion returned to the circulators 
who would have an additional 10 
days in which to obtain the neces¬ 
sary signatures.

In addition to those who are plan¬ 
ning to attend the convention, two 
Orange county men will be on the 
program. 

A. .1. McFadden of Santa Ana. 
president of the California agricul¬ 
tural prorate commission, will give 
the opening address on the morn¬ 
ing of Dec. 5. He will tell of the 
work of the commission and its 
progress. A. A. Brock, director of 
the state dcpaitment of agricul¬ 
ture and formerly agricultural 
commissioner of Orange county, 
will give his annual report on the 
morning of Dec. 4.

Mr. Bishop's father, the late A. 
D. Bishop, used to attend the first 
conventions, from which the pres¬ 
ent gatherings have grown. The 
first one was held at Sacramento 
Dec. 6, 1881, and was called by 
Matthew Cooke, chief health offi¬ 
cer, to attack the problem of pest 
control and other matters for the 
improvement of the fruit growing 
industry. The “health'’ referred to 
in Mr. Cooke’s title was the health 
of plants. 

Convention Resoultlons 

One resolution of the first con¬ 
vention called upon farmers to 
support horticultural laws and as¬ 
sist in their enforcement. Another 
recommended that growers urge 
appointment of horticultural com¬ 
missioners in counties where there 
were none. 

Other resolutions urged orchard- 
iats to purchase only plants defin¬ 
itely proven to be free of pests and 
disease; that nurserymen be re¬ 
quired to disinfect all plants be¬ 
fore delivery; that farmers use all 
practical means to keep trees free 
from pests, and that boxes be dis¬ 
infected before being returned to 
growers. There also was discus¬ 
sion of transportation costs and a 
recommendation that lower freight 
rates be sought. 

"In reflecting upon the topics 
discussed at this first convention,” 
said Mr. Bishop, we cannot help 
but realize that many of these 
problems are pertinent subjects 
for discussion even down to the 
present day, although in many re¬ 
spects the complexion of conven¬ 
tion discussions has changed ap¬ 
preciably. We now find the fruit 
growers and farmers convention 
serving as a sort of final free 
forum for the discussion of major 
problems confronting agriculture, 
after they have been dealt with by 
local groups, by regional and 
statewide conferences under the 
auspices of the several farm or¬ 
ganizations and by the annual 
meetings of the several agricul¬ 
tural commodity groups." 

State officials, leaders and offi¬ 
cers in various growers’ organiza¬ 
tions will discuss farm problems 
from many angles at the conven¬ 
tion. The annual banquet will oc¬ 
cur on Thursday night. On Friday 
an important part of the program 
will be devoted to stabilization 
plans for agriculture, and the final 
report of the resolutions commit¬ 
tee will be given.

Re-registration of all California 
voters in 1936 has been sustained 
in a supreme court decision just 
received by County Clerk J. M. 
Backs. 

The opinion was contained in a 
railing mandamusing H. E. Rus¬ 
sell. purchasing agent for the 
county of Los Angeles, to order 
the necessary supplies for re¬ 
registration. The mandamus or¬ 
der was requested by William M. 
Kerr, as registrar of voters for 
Los Angeles county. 

The controversy, resulting in the 
court action, arose out of an 
amendment to section 1094 of the 
political code, adopted at the last 
session of the legislature. Prior 
to that time the law read that the 
re-registration became permanent 
in 1932. 

Refusing to order election sup¬ 
plies, County Purchasing Agent 
Russell depended on Section 1, 
Article 4 cf the state constitution 
which provides that "no initiative 
measure adopted by the people at 
the polls can be repealed or 
amended except by vote of the 
electors unless otherwise provided 
for in said initiative measure.” 

Mr. Russell contended that the 
amendment to the political code 
contravened provisions of the con¬ 
stitution, but was reversed by the 
court in its ruling that the amend¬ 
ment must be held the valid exer¬ 
cise of legislative power.

CITY HALL OPEN TO PUBLIC New City Hall Ready for Occupancy < BaU> Honer OF GOVERNMENT

Citizens Will Be Shown Over New Building By 
Employes; Location of Various Offices of 
Officials In Structure Is Described 


Col. S. H. Finley Mayor When Edifice Was Built 
In 1904; $70,000 Bonds Voted for Structure 
To Replace Old Quake-Damaged Building 


Completion of Santa Ana's new 
city hall at Third and Main streets 
is another milestone in the history 
of Ball and Honer, general con¬ 
tractors on the structure. This 
firm, composed of Harry Ball and 
Allison Honer, was awarded the 
contract for the building on Jan. 
21, 1934. Construction started on 
April 18, 1935, after the city had 
complied with all regulations of 
the Public Works administration, 
which assisted in financing the 
project. 

The firm of Ball and Honer has 
been identified with construction 
of many important business and 
civic buildings in Santa Ana, and 
has been particularly known also 
as a developer of some of the fine 
subdivisions where outstanding 
homes have been built. 

Partners Six Years 

Mr. Ball and Mr. Honer entered 
partnership about six years ago, 
but for a like number of years 
prior to that time had been asso¬ 
ciated in development of sub¬ 
divisions and erection of homes in 
them. Their office is located at 
103 East Third street. 

In 1920 Mr. Ball came to Santa 
Ana from Michigan and entered 
the real estate business. One of 
the first developments in which he 
was interested was a 20-acre tract 
known as Suburban Acres on West 
Seventeenth street. Many of the 
homes in this district were con¬ 
structed by Mr. Honer. Develop¬ 
ment of this street has done much 
to provide an attractive approach 
to Santa Ana from the west. 

Developed Floral Park 

Development of the firm’s Floral 
Park tract, in which Greenleaf, 
Heliotrope and Flower streets 
have developed into one of the 
most attractive sections, began 7 
years ago. 

Recently six acres more have 
been added to their holdings, be¬ 
tween King and English streets, in 
the suburban homes tract. 

Among the larger buildings con¬ 
structed by Ball and Honer are 
the Chevrolet garage, the drive-in 
market building at Bristol and 
Washington streets, the Yale 
apartments on North Broadway, 
the Remsberg market at Seven¬ 
teenth and Main streets, and the 
Be'-Air apartments on Spurgeon 
street. 

Honer Here 13 Y’ears 

Mr. Honer, who handles most of 
the construction end of the busi¬ 
ness, came to Santa Ana about 13 
years ago. He served as president 
of the Builders Exchange from 
1927 to 1929, and was elected the 
first president of the Orange 
County General Contractors’ asso¬ 
ciation three years ago. 

Mr. Ball, who specializes in the 
real estate phase of the business, 
has been largely responsible for 
development of some of Santa 
Ana’s finer residential sections. 


Santa Ana’s new city hall is another monument to the 
progressive spirit which marked rebuilding of damaged 
structures following the earthquake of March 10, 1933. It 
has risen to completion on the spot where the city’s first 
seat of government was erected in 1904. Its cornerstone 
contains the same records which were in the cornerstone of 
the original city hall which it replaces. 

When it became necessary to demolish the former 
structure after the earthquake, the city offices were moved

It will not be difficult for Mr. and Mrs. Citizen to adjust 
themselves to going to Third and Main streets to transact 
their city business, for the city hall was located there for 
years before the earthquake of March 10, 1933, damaged it 

8 so it had to be vacated. 

On entering the new structure 
Mr. and Mrs. Citizen will find 
: themselves in a tastefully fin¬ 
ished, dignified lobby, on either 
side of which are located offices 
’ with which they will come in eon- 
1 tact most freouently. 

Clerk's Office Handy 
On the rir.h: is the office pre¬ 
sided over by City Clerk Ed Vege- 
ly, where permits of various sorts 
arc issued and where many of the 
city’s records are. kept. 

The offices of the water de¬ 
partment will be found on the 
left of the lobby, conveniently lo¬ 
cated so that bills may be paid 
with dispatch. 

Passing on into the building. 
Mr. Citizen and his wife find the 
offices of City Treasurer Margaret 
Esau and City Auditor Lloyd 
j Banks. On the other side of the 
building will be found the court- 
‘ room and chambers of City Judge 
John Mitchell. While Mr. and 
Mrs. Citizen will be interested In 
this spot, they will transact busi¬ 
ness here as infrequently as pos¬ 
sible. 

Police in Rear 

Across the rear of the first 
j floor are the quarters to be oc- 
J rupied by Police Chief Floyd W. 
j Howard and his department. The 
| quarters include the desk ser¬ 
geant’s office where calls will 
come in and will be relayed to 
officers, the detention room where 
prisoners will be kept until taken 
to the county jail and Mr. How¬ 
ard's office. 

The office of Mrs. R. R. Rus- 
sick. police matron, is located on 
| the second floor. 

On the mezzanine floor are lo- , 
cated the squad room for officers, 
and a gymnasium, both of which 
are to be furnished by the offi¬ 
cers themselves, the room where 
fingerprints are to be taken, and 
the dark room for photographic 
work. 

Hall Has Switchboard 

Mr. and Mrs. Citizen may walk 
upstairs or they may return to 1 
the front of the building and go 
up on the elevator. On their way 
to the elevator, if they go that j 
way, they will pass the switch¬ 
board where Incoming and outgo¬ 
ing telephone calls will be han¬ 
dled. 

Going to the second floor on 
the elevator, the visitors will find 
on the north side of the building 
the offices of the various inspec¬ 
tors Building Inspector S. I. 
Preble, Plumbing Inspector H. O. 
Crowe and Electrical Inspector W. 
O. Packard. In this suite also 
will be found the offices of the 
health inspector, Dr. E. E. Frisby 1 
These are the offices to which 
Mr. and Mrs. Citizen will go to 
obtain building, plumbing or elec¬ 
trical permits or to confer on san¬ 
itation or health matters. 

Other Departments 
At the head of the stairs on 
the north and west sides of the 
second floor they will find the en¬ 
gineering and street department 
headquarters. These officers, pre¬ 
sided over by Engineer J. L. Mc¬ 
Bride, are where plans for street j 
week and all engineering projects 
carried out by the city will be ] 
developed. One of the features | 
of the engineering office is a 
large drafting room. 

In the near of the building, 
next to the office of the police 
matron, will be found a lounge 
for women employes of the city. 
Council Chambers 
On reaching the third floor Mr. 
and Mrs. Citizen will find a group 
of offices which will be available 
for use by members of the city 
council and the mayor. These are 
located on the west side of the 
building. Toward the northwest 
is the office and meeting place 
for the city planning commission, 
park and forestry board. 

Across the rear of the third 
floor is the city council chamber. 
In this room the council will 
transact the business of govern¬ 
ing the city. The council table, 
modeled after that in Beverly j 
Hills, is in the shape of a horse¬ 
shoe, with the open end toward 
the spectators' seats. 

Features of Chambers 

will sit behind the

Santa Ana’s first city hall was 
built on the same site at a cost of 
$20,000. Col. S. H. Finley was 
mayor at that time.

The three- 
story structure was erected with a S70,0rt0 bond issue voted by the people and with a federal grant from 
the Public Works administration. Ball and Honer were the contractors. Tomorrow afternoon the struc¬ 
ture will be formally dedicated at ceremonies presided over by Councilman Joseph P. Smith. 


When the city eouncilmen speci¬ 
fied electrical heating for the new 
city hall they were following the 
same trend taken by the in¬ 
dividual home owner, according to 
Cal Gilbert, of the firm Gilbert, 
Weston and Searns, who installed 
all wiring and electrical equip¬ 
ment in the new structure. 

The constant lowering of cost 
for electrical energy and the fact 
that because of the quantity of 
energy used by the city makes it 
possible for the municipal rate to 
be lower than could be obtained 
by any other corporation, it was 
a matter of economy to install 
electrical heating units. 

The units installed are the fan- 
type Thermador heaters. This 
type heater forces the heat across 
the floor and up to the higher 
strata, according to Mr. Gilbert, 
instead of allowing it to heat the 
upper part of the room first. 

"This feature alone,” he said, 
“is a measure of economy. In 
the old type electric heater twice 
the amount of heat necessary was 
used in making a room livable. 
With this type the portion of the 
room where workers are seated 
Is heated first. Thermostatic con¬ 
trol prevents the waste of heat 
after the room is comfortable 
warmed.” 

Other electrical equipment in¬ 
stalled in the city hall includes 
an electric water heater, electric 
water coolers and a double-faced 
electric clock, set in marble in 
the lobby of the city hall. 

Mr. Gilbert called attention to 
the fact that since electrical heat 
and other equipment was specified 
for the city hall, several well- 
known county citizens have speci¬ 
fied all electrical equipment in 
their homes. Principal among 
these electrical homes are those 
of Dr. D. A. Harwood and Richard 
Metz of Santa Ana, and Pearl 
Mohn of Anaheim. 


All lumber and builders’ sup¬ 
plies used in the new city hall were 
purchased locally with the result 
that approximately $48,000 for ma¬ 
terials was placed in local circula¬ 
tion in just one line of industry. 

The contract for lumber, sand, 
rock, gravel, cement and mill work 
was awarded to the Associated 
Lumber Dealers of Santa Ana, 
with offices in the Hill building. 
It was prorated among the mem¬ 
ber groups and others. 

Members of the organization 
are: Barr Lumber Company, 

Frank Curran Lumber Company, 
Liggett Lumber Company, C. H. 
Chapman Lumber Company, Van 
Dien-Young, Santa Ana Lumber 
Company, Whitson Lumber Com¬ 
pany and the Santa Ana Cabinet 
and Fixture Company. 

When the contract was awarded 
the Associated Lumber Dealers, it 
was understood by Ball and Honer, 
contractors in charge of the city 
hall construction, that it would be 
equally divided among the mem¬ 
ber dealers with each organization 
receiving its full share of the 
amount of the bid. 

The cooperative method of sup¬ 
plying lumber and materials, ac¬ 
cording to the contractors, proved 
very satisfactory.

Following the ceremonies the city 
hall will be open for inspection. 

Mr. Smith was appointed to his 
position on the council in February 
of this year, filling the position 
vacated by O. A. Haley. He was 
returned to office as councilman 
from the first ward at the city 
election last spring. 

The real estate business has oc¬ 
cupied Mr. Smith since his arrival 
in Santa Ana July 19, 1910. On 
Jan. 28, 1931, he was appointed 
state real estate commissioner, in 
which position he served until Dec. 
12. 1934. 

Before coming to Santa Ana Mr. 
Smith practiced law at Purcell, 
Okla , having studied at the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas and being ad¬ 
mitted to practice in the supreme 
courts of Oklahoma and Texas. 
He is a member of the California 
State Bar association. 

In 1914 Mr. Smith was appoint¬ 
ed by the board of supervisors of 
Orange county as publicity repre¬ 
sentative for this county at the 
world’s fair at San Diego. He re¬ 
mained in this work until the fair 
ended. 

He has been active in lodge 
circles. In 1925 he was president 
of the Orange county Shrine club 
and in 1926 became secretary of 
the same organization. He held 
this position until 1931. 

Dedication of the city hall to¬ 
morrow will mark completion of 
a project on which Councilman 
Smith has devoted a great deal of 
time and thought. He has carried 
on his activity in this respect In 
addition to his regular work on 
other council committees to which 
he has been appointed. 


City Councilman 

The distinction of being the vet¬ 
eran member of Santa Ana's gov¬ 
erning body belongs to Councilman 
William Penn. Mr. Penn was ap¬ 
pointed to the position he now 
holds in May, 1932, and was re¬ 
turned to office at the last elec¬ 
tion. He serves the second ward. 

When he was appointed, he suc¬ 
ceeded John Knox, who was then 
mayor, and resigned to become a 
candidate for the board of super¬ 
visors. 

Mr. Penn is fire commissioner 
and works closely with Fire Chief 
John Luxembourger in developing 
and improving this city's fire 
fighting and fire prevention serv¬ 
ice. At the same time, recent 
years have been characterized by 
reductions in the operating ex¬ 
pense of the fire department. 

Particular attention has been de¬ 
voted to fire prevention and to 
rescue and salvage work. It is 
through such activities that low 
fire insurance rates are made pos¬ 
sible. A modem fire department 
has come to be regarded not only 
as a fire fighting agency but also 
as a saver of lives. Resuscitation 
in cases of emergency is one of 
the services rendered by the de¬ 
partment. 

An important phase of fire 
fighting work today is protection 
of building interiors and furnish¬ 
ings from water damage during 
the combatting of a fire. This 
phase of the service also has been 
developed to a greater degree dur¬ 
ing Mr. Penn’s term of office. 

Mr. Penn came to Santa Ana in 
1916 from Madison, S. D. During 
the World war he served with the 
second division, 17th field artil¬ 
lery. While in France he fought 
on five fronts. The last seven 
months of the time in Europe he 
spent with the armv of occupa¬ 
tion at Coblenz. He was dis¬ 
charged in 1919. 

On his return to Santa Ana Mr. 
Penn became identified with the 
Orange County Ignition Works 
and remained there until 1931, 
when he accepted a position with 
the county welfare department. 

He has been active in the work 
of the American Legion post here 
and served as commander In 1931- 
1932. He also is a Mason and a 
member of the Elks lodge.

All other members of the coun¬ 
cil had served during the preced¬ 
ing term. 

Mr. Layton was made street 
commissioner and park commis¬ 
sioner under the present adminis¬ 
tration. The widening of South 
Main street, which is to be carried 
out by the state in the near future, 
is one of the projects on which he 
has done a great deal of recent 
work in cooperation with City En¬ 
gineer J. L. McBride. Another im¬ 
provement which is contemplated 
in the next few months includes 
installation of automatic signals at 
First and Main streets and Sev¬ 
enteenth and Main streets. 

During recent months Mr. Lay- 
ton has devoted much time to the 
question of parking on downtown 
streets of Santa Ana and served 
as chairman of a committee which 
made a study of the situation and 
worked out a plan of procedure for 
opening up more parking spaces in 
the business area of the city. 

As park commissioner Mr. Lay- 
ton serves as a member of the 
parks and forestry board. This 
board devotes itself to the matter 
of administering parks and work¬ 
ing out their improvement, as well 
as providing for continued beauti¬ 
fication of the city through tree 
planting. 

Twenty-five years ago Mr. Lay- 
ton, a native son. came to Santa 
Ana from Riverside. He went into 
the automobile business, in which 
he remained for several years. He 
then returned to Riverside, where 
for a time he engaged in farming. 
Thirteen years ago he came back 
to Santa Ana and entered the oil 
business on West Fifth street, in 
which he has remained ever since. 

Mr. Layton is a member of the 
Lions club and Toastmasters club 
and is active in Y. M. C. A. work.

His service as a councilman, 
however, began before that time, 
for he was appointed to the city 
governing body in June, 1934, to 
fill the unexpired term of a for¬ 
mer mayor, Paul Witmer. Mr. 
Witmer resigned when he was 
named to his present position as 
registrar of lands at Los Angeles. 
Mr. Rowland ran for election at 
the expiration of that term and 
was chosen by the people as coun¬ 
cilman from the third ward. 

Mayor Rowland came to Santa 
Ana 25 years ago, in 1910. His 
former home was at Kansas City, 
Kan. On his arrival here he pur¬ 
chased the ranch which he has 
operated ever since. Ten years 
ago he entered the insurance busi¬ 
ness which he is still carrying on. 

Mr. Rowland's lodge affiliations 
are with the Masonic orders of 
this city, including chapter 241, 
Blue Lodge, council, commandery, 
Shrine and Order of the Eastern 
Star. He was master of the Blue 
Lodge in 1917, commander of the 
Knights Templar in 1925 and 
worthy patron of Hermosa chap¬ 
ter, Order of the Eastern Star, in 
1918. He also is a prominent mem¬ 
ber of the Rotary club. 

As mayor, Mr. Rowland Is ex- 
officio a member of many council 
committees in that his advice and 
suggestions are sought by other 
members of the council in regard 
to projects on which they are 
working. 

Mayor Rowland and Mrs. Row¬ 
land, with their daughter Barbara, 
made a trip to Hawaii last sum¬ 
mer which brought considerable 
publicity to Santa Ana, the trip 
being the result of Barbara's vic¬ 
tory at the Salinas rodeo, where 
she was adjudged the best outdoor 
girl in California. She './on a trip 
to Hawaii for herself and Mrs. 
Rowland, on which they were ac¬ 
companied by Mayor Rowland.

Councilman Plummer Bruns 


As police commissioner Council¬ 
man Bruns has devoted himself to 
cooperation with Police Chief 
Floyd W. Howard in the upbuild¬ 
ing of a police department which 
is known as one of the best in 
Southern California. 

Courteous service is one of the 
outstanding attributes of the po¬ 
lice department. Another feature 
of its activity consists of provid¬ 
ing the same protection for out¬ 
lying districts that is available to 
those residents of the city whose 
homes are close to the renter of 
town. Radio patrol rars cover the 
outlying regions ami are able to 
respond to calls with the utmost 
rapidity. 

Matters referred to the council 
which relate to the police depart¬ 
ment are referred to committees 
headed by Councilman Bruns, and 
the solution of the problems is 
worked out in cooperation with 
the department. 

Mr. Bruns came to Santa Ana 
in 1909. After ranching for a time 
he entered the drug business and 
was connected with the store oper¬ 
ated by E. T. Matcer. He became 
a registered pharmacist. Later, 
when outdoor work seemed nec¬ 
essary for his health, Mr. Bruns 
returned to ranching.

Floyd Howard 

Chief of Police 

Chief of Police Floyd Howard is 
one of the few city officials in 
Santa Ana who has come to his 
position as head of one of Santa 
Ana's most important agencies as 
the result of continued advance¬ 
ment from the ranks of the de¬ 
partment. 

Chief Howard came to Santa 
Ana 15 years ago, and in 1925 was 
appointed to a position on the po¬ 
lice force. He was a good officer 
and enjoyed law enforcement 
work. After several years as a 
policeman, he was appointed dep¬ 
uty sheriff and served for several 
years under Sheriff Sam Jernigan. 

Later, he returned to the police 
force, and in April, 1931, ran for 
chief of police and was elected. At 
the conclusion of his first term. 
Chief Howard again ran for office 
and his popularity was acclaimed 
with his re-election. At present, 
his office is more efficiently con¬ 
ducted than it has been for many 
years, and the 30 men whom he 
has under his direction have been 
selected for their efficiency and 
loyalty to law enforcement work. 

One of Chief Howard's enjoy¬ 
ments in life is boys’ work. A few 
years ago, he organized a junior 
police force, and at present is or¬ 
ganizing a police Cub pack which 
is a part of the American Boy 
Scout organization.

City Judge 

One of Orange county's most 
faithful servants, and one of Santa 
Ana's most valuable citizens is 
City Judge John G. Mitchell, who 
was first elected to office April 13, 
1931. City Judge Mitchell has 
gained a reputation throughout 
the county for his fairness and 
integrity in handling the very dif¬ 
ficult situations which he is con¬ 
tinually being called upon to con¬ 
sider. 

City Judge Mitchell for many 
years prior to his coming to Santa 
Ana in 1914, was a well known 
figure in political and civic circles 
in Fairmount, Minn. While a resi¬ 
dent of Fairmont, he was elected 
alderman at large, served for three 
terms as county treasurer, later 
became clerk of the Fairmont 
school district, and still later clerk 
of the Fairmont township. He was 
the first president of the Minne¬ 
sota State Treasurers association 
and was active in the association’s 
organization. He later was elected 
president of the Minnesota State 
Insurance association, and re¬ 
mained in that office for four 
years. 

City Judge Mitchell for the past 
18 years has been a member of 
the Orange County Democratic 
central committee, and is chair¬ 
man of the committee at present. 
For four years beginning in 1919, 
he served as mayor of Santa Ana. 
He has served as a member of the 
Salvation Army advisory board for 
14 years, resigning only recently. 
He has acted as a director in 
Community Chest drives, and was 
the first president of the Amer¬ 
ican National bank when it was 
organized in Santa Ana in 1922. 


City Attorney 

From the standpoint of expe¬ 
rience, Santa Ana is extremely 
fortunate in its selection of L. W. 
Blodget as city attorney. Mr. 
Blodget, who is a graduate of the 
University of Southern California 
college of law, came to Orange 
county with his father from their 
home in Bakersfield in 1906, and 
established a home in Huntington 
Beach. 

Mr. Blodget grew up in the 
community, and later was elected 
city attorney of Huntington Beach. 
He served in that capacity for 15 
years. During his 21 years of 
practice as an attorney, Mr. Blod¬ 
get saw service as assistant dis¬ 
trict attorney under former Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Z. B. West, jr., re¬ 
ceiving his appointment in 1927. 
Mr. Blodget was elected to the 
office of city attorney of Santa 
Ana in March, 1935. 

Mr. Blodget is prominent in Ma¬ 
sonic circles, and in 1922 was 
Worshipful Master of the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach lodge. He is an ex- 
service man and a member of the 
American Legion. Although there 
will be an office provided for the 
city attorney in the new city hall, 
Mr. Blodget does not expect to 
conduct any of his private busi¬ 
ness there, using it only for the 
official business of the city.

SHOOTING MOTHERS 

T WO CALIFORNIA mothers took it into their heads to 
do some shooting last week because things weren’t 
going so well with them. 

One shot her son because he was drinking too much. 
The other shot her husband after a quarrel with “the 
other woman.” She said she did it for her boy’s sake. 

The one, Mrs. Dorothea Livermore Longcope, the 
former wife of Jesse Livermore, spectacular stock broker, 
was herself intoxicated when she shot her 15-year-old 
son in their Santa Barbara mansion after both had par¬ 
ticipated in an all night drinking party to celebrate 
Thanksgiving. She said she would rather see him dead 
than to see him drink so much. 

The second mother is Mrs. Amy Dumbrell, wife of 
John H. Dumbrell, a San Francisco broker. She had ! 
quarreled with her husband’s asserted sweetheart who is 
a red-haired telephone operator. Mrs. Dumbrell is 50 
years old and plump. The red-haired telephone operator 
was .being maintained in an expensive apartment by 
Broker Dumbrell, his wife told police. The Dumbrell 
household budget had been cut to $2 a day. Mrs. Dum¬ 
brell doesn’t believe in divorce and rather than suffer 
longer, she slew the principal offender, her husband and 

her 19-year-old son’s father. 

# • # 

Had either of these women possessed proper per¬ 
spective neither would have taken this violent means of 
righting a wrong. The Santa Barbara woman certainly 
could have expected little more of her son than she herself 
exemplified. Hers was merely the case of a brain crazed 
by alcohol. In her drunken frenzy she suddenly realized 
her son had followed her footsteps. Then she became 
maudlin and sought to impress him with her love and 
solicitude, the curse of drink and the desirability of death 
over drunkenness. She had the urge to commit a rash act 
and instead of turning the gun on herself as she should 
have done if she wanted to shoot somebody, she fired at 
her first-born. He may live—to mock her. 

Mrs. Dumbrell told interviewers she lost her husband 
because she is “short and fat.” We don’t know the lady 
and have no idea how short or how fat she is but if she 
had no more poise than she displayed when she shot her 
husband for her “boy’s sake,” her shape probably had the 
least to do with her husband’s philandering. 


This country is filled with broken homes, largely the 
result of the geared-up life we live and also because a lot 
of silly old men imagine they are God’s gift to women. 
Wives and mothers suffer untold agonies because they 
have unfaithful husbands who are fathers of their children. 

But, now and then, we meet some sweet woman, 
middle-aged or past, who has gone through it all and 
come out victorious because she understood and had the 
God-given strength to hang on. She surrounded her fam¬ 
ily with wholesome influences and helped a wayward son 
win his battle by being a real mother to him. She kept 
herself so attractive and interesting that doddering Dad 
came home to roost and forgot about the blonde he met 
at the night club. There was no shooting, and heart¬ 
aches were replaced by lasting joy. 

We would seldom hear of shooting mothers if there 
were more smart mothers, and, thank Heaven, there are 
a lot of them. 

ENTER DR. TOWNSEND 

T HE TOWNSEND movement claims a congressional 
hostage in the person of one Verner M. Main of Kala¬ 
mazoo, Mich. Mr. Main was relatively unknown in a 
field of five contestants in the Republican primary. Yet, 
for the apparently sufficient reason that Dr. Townsend 
stumped for him, he topped the list by a safe margin of 
3600 votes over the runner-up. 

Whether this is one of those straws that mark the 
blowing of popular winds or just a local upset no one 
knows. But it should give pause, particularly when taken 
with other manifestations. The Oregon, California, Ari¬ 
zona, Washington and Montana legislatures have passed 
resolutions endorsing the Townsend Plan. In Idaho the 
doughty Borah sat on the platform at a Townsend rally 
and his probable opponent for the senate, Gov. Ross, 
openly indorsed the scheme. The Townsendites say 4500 
clubs are out gunning for seats in the next congress. 
Their methods, like those of the Anti-Saloon League, are 
to punish their enemies and reward their friends no mat¬ 
ter of what party—an extremely effective political tech¬ 
nique. 

Say what you will of this scheme to impose a mul¬ 
tiple sales tax on transactions to retire all elders on fat 
pensions. Call it crack-brained and inflationary and Uto¬ 
pian. But the millions of aged and aging Americans in 
the movement are terribly sincere, and their yearning for 
security is as authentic as life itself. 

Let those who oppose the government’s conservative 
social security act and seek to destroy it with amendments 
take warning. 

FRESH AIR ON THE ROAD 

T HIS is the time of year when motorists keep their 
windows closed against the cold and driving no longer 
means “getting out in the air.” 

Hence a timely warning from the California State 
Automobile Association against leakage of carbon mon¬ 
oxide gas through the floor boards into closed cars, with 
consequent drowsiness and sometimes headaches for occu¬ 
pants.
